Another feature which pre- 
v^nts the meter from being satis- 
factory from the city's point of 
Aiew is that the current may be 
consumed through impioper insu- 
lation oi the wires or through 
short circuits before reaching thf 
lights.

Each street light costs the city 


$60 per year and thus the city is 
paying- out each year $1320 for 
lighting which might be paid for 
by the railroad companies. Manv

Witte and so far as it related to the tax on intoxicants was designed 
to promote the cause of temperance first and to produce revenue sec- 
ond. But while it might have been called a financial success, it was 
an undoubted moral iailmc. The cfl'cct of lugh license was found 
to be the same in .Russia ns it i-> in the United States—a means to 
raise large sums of money for the government by the financial and 
moral impoverishment of the people.
